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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 
USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible for continued examination 
under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this 
application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on September 8, 
2008 has been entered.

replaced with "the rear region" for improved consistency; and, "allows" [claim 6, line 2] should be 
replaced with "allow" for improved grammatical correctness. Appropriate correction is required.

CD. 11,453 O.G.213.
